STAMP FOR GENEVA. THE NEW YORK VALUES WERE DESIGNED BY AN 
ANERICAN == HENRY BENCSATH. THEY SHO'! A MAGNIFYING GLASS 
SUPERIMPOSED ON A SHEET OF STAMPS ON WHICH APPEARS “UNITED 
NATIONS POSTAL ADMINISTRATION, 1951-1976." THE 13 CENT 
VALUE WAS PRINTED IN BLUE, BLACK, YELLOW AND BROWN AND 


THE 31 CENT IN GREEN, BLACK, YELLOW AND BRON,

ONLY, ALLOWING CENTER MARGIN SPACE TO SHOW THE SWISS VALUES. 


INCIDENTALLY THE U.N. ADMINISTRATION ALSO HAS RELEASTO A 
FORTY PAGE AHNIVERSARY SOUVCNIR FOLDER CONTAINING ALL OF 

THE NE"! YORK STAMPS FOR JANUARY THROUGH OCTORER 1976, 

THE FOLDER DOES NOT REPLACE THE ANNUAL U.N, SOUVENIR FOLDERS 


FOR NEW YORK AND GENEVA, 'HIC! WILL BE ISSUFD ON NOV. 19TH,
